about working with yarn and helpful “knitting trouble” tips. 


In chapter 3, learn to knit easy, fun stuff and embellishments.

To begin knitting, you must cast on the required 
number of stitches called for in the pattern. This 
cast on technique is one of the easiest methods for 
beginning a knitting project.

The Knit stitch is the first basic stitch in knitting. 
With a Knit stitch, keep the ball of yarn in back of the 


needles. Knitting every row will create a basic Garter 


stitch fabric. The abbreviation for the Knit stitch is K.

The Purl stitch is the second basic stitch in knitting. 
With a Purl stitch, keep the ball of yarn in front of the 
needles. Knitting 1 row and purling 1 row will create 
a basic Stockinette stitch fabric. The abbreviation for 


the Purl stitch is P.

To prevent your knitwear from unwinding, you 
must bind off. This technique holds the stitches 
together, and guarantees a beautiful finished edge. 
The abbreviation for binding off is BO.

Since U Ra new knitter, we’ve made the patterns 
in this book easier to follow by not including 
abbreviations. Below is a list of common knitting 
terms.

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The gauge gives you the number of stitches per width 
and the number of rows per length of your knitwear. 
Gauge in knitting is very important. To be sure your 
knitwear is the correct size, we suggest that you knit 
a 4-inch by 4-inch (10cm x 10cm) test swatch. If your 
test swatch is larger than the gauge in the pattern, 
change to a smaller needle. If your test swatch is 
smaller than the gauge in the pattern, change toa 
bigger needle. Gauge is the key to knitting clothes 
that fit properly. When you reach the correct gauge, 
you are ready to begin knitting a pattern. 


Gension 


Needle size, yarn content and how tightly or loosely 
you knit have a direct effect on the outfits you are 
knitting. If you are a tight knitter and produce more 
stitches per inch, use larger needles. If you are a loose 
knitter and produce fewer stitches per inch, try 
smaller needles. With practice, practice, and more 
practice, you will develop the skills to knit stylish 
clothes that look cool and fit great! 


These two 
swatches were 
knit with the 
same needle 
size, same 
number of 
stitches, and 
same yarn by two 
different girls. You 
can see each knitter had 
a different tension. Before 
making each pattern knit a 4" x 4" (10cm x 10cm) 
sample swatch. If your swatch is smaller than the gauge, 
use larger needles, if your swatch is larger than the 
gauge, use smaller needles. 
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Materials 


You will need the following materials and tools to 
begin a knitting project—Knitting Needles, Yarn, 
Scissors, and a Tape Measure or Ruler. Each pattern 
gives you needle size and yarn needed to knit the 
project. The additional materials below will make 
your knitting easier and fun. 


There are 
various sizes 
and lengths 
of knitting 
needles made 
of metal, 
plastic, wood, 
and bamboo. 
Metal is faster 
and recommended 
for Jelly Yarn’. Plastic, 


wood, and bamboo are slower 


so you have more control.

Knitting needles range in sizes from 0 (2mm) to 50 
(25.5mm) and come in 10 inch and 14 inch lengths. 
Small needles produce smaller stitches, while large 
needles produce larger stitches. To practice, use US 
#13 (9.00mm) needles and bulky yarn.

After completing your knitted pieces, you will have to 


sew them together. This requires practice and patience. 


We recommend using the Mattress stitch to join pieces 
that have an equal number of rows. This technique will 
produce an almost invisible looking seam. 


With the right 
sides facing, (the 
side worn on the 
outside) place the 
pieces side by 
side. Secure the

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JOINING Yarns 


Sooner or later you will need to add yarn or change 
colors. To avoid bulging and make it easier to weave 
in loose ends, join yarns at the end of a row. 


Make a slipknot 
and draw the 
old yarn 
through, 
leaving a 6-inch 
tail. With the 
short tails in 
your left hand, 
slide the slipknot 
up to the needle and 
continue knitting.

To prevent your knitted garment from separating 
during washing, weave in loose ends securely. 


Use a tapestry 
or darning 
needle to 
weave in 
loose ends 
along a 
seam. To 
achieve a 
smooth finish, 
trim yarn closely. 


How To Reap а 
KNITTING Pattern 


Now that you can make a Knit and Purl stitch, you are 
ready to begin following a pattern. Patterns are written 
in shorthand to save space. We have included general 
abbreviations, terms, and symbols to help you understand 
aknitting pattern. Remember to always read instructions 
completely before beginning any knitting project. 


Level 
Beginner (knit and purl stitches are used) 


Yarn (yarn label information) 
For example: 2 balls Paton’s Merino Wool 3.5 oz/100g, 
120 yds (110m) Color: 233 Blush 


Needles 
Sizes #1 US (2.25mm) to size #50 US (25.50mm) 


For example: #10 US (6.00mm) or size needed to 
obtain gauge. 


Sizes (Multiple sizes are written in brackets) 
For example: S (M, L, XL) 


Gauge (number of stitches and rows) 

For Example: In Garter stitch pattern, 24 stitches and 
18 rows = 4" 

*Asterisks/Brackets (number of repetitions) 


For example: *K4, P8, K4 repeat from * 2 times. 
Meaning: Knit 4 stitches, purl 8 stitches, knit 4 stitches 
a total of 3 times, ог KA, P8, K4 3 times. 


Parentheses (gives size, number of stitches, or length 
in inches) 

For example: Sizes: 2 (4, 6, 8), Stitches: 16 (20, 24, 28), 
Inches: 8 (10, 14, 18)" Dimensions are given from 
smallest to largest. 


Are you ready to read this pattern? 

With #8 US needles and Lion Brand Yarn Fun Fur 
yarn, Cast on (CO) 16 (18, 20, 22) stitches. Work in 
Garter stitch pattern for 6 rows. Change to #10 US 
needles and Crystal Palace Yarns Tingle yarn. 


Work in Stockinette stitch pattern until piece measures 
8 (10, 12, 12)". Last row: *K2, P4, K2 repeat from * 5 
times. Bind off (BO) loosely. 


BLOCKING 


Blocking your knitwear is quick and easy to do and 
prevents your knitted ends from curling or shrinking. 
Wool and cotton yarns are best for wet-spray blocking. 
Never block knitting with fuzz or fur novelty yarns.

_ desired size and 
shape. Be sure to 
straighten all stitches 
and rows. If you cant find a 
blocking board, don't worry. Just pin the garment, 
wrong side up, to a bath towel or ironing board. 
Use a plastic spray bottle to dampen the knitwear 
and pat with your hand to help the water soak into 
the fabric. When the knitwear is completely dry, 


remove the pins and blocking will be complete.

You can knit the Choker, 
Pocket Pals, Mini Poncho, and Hip Skirt with 
Chunky and Funky yarns. 


MULTI-STRAND YARNS 
Multi-strand yarns are a 
combination of two or more 
novelty yarn strands twisted 


together. For example: the 
Multi-strand Combolo yarn for the Boat Neck 
Top (page 68) is knit from Chunky & Funky, Flat 
Flag, and Ribbon yarns twisted together. And, the 


In Flag yarns, there are many evenly spaced tufts of 
fiber along a center core strand. Colorful puffs dot 
the yarn for a hip texture. You can knit the Ruffle 
Shrug with Flag yarn. 


Ribbon yarns, are silky slim flat bands of yarn. 


Some Ribbon yarns have feathery soft edges for a 
super-soft texture. You can knit the Denim Jacket 


Cuffs and Knitted Sleeves with Ribbon yarn. 


Montage yarn for Tankini (page 80) is actually a 
combination of Flat Ladder and Chunky & 
Funky yarns together. These yarns can save you 


money because you don’t have to buy each yarn 
individually. 


Flat yarns work very well alone or combined with 


other novelty yarns for cool textures and colors. 
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KNITTING GRICKS & TIPS 


Knitting Tricks — 


COMB YOUR FUR KNITTING 


After knitting each row with Fur or Eyelash yarns, 
gently tug on long fibers to straighten them. With 
a fine toothed comb or fingernail, gently scrape on 
the needle after each new completed row. This will 


create a lush fur effect. 


Gently comb the stitches on the needle after each row. 


This is a completed sample of knitting showing how 
combing after each row produces a thick shaggy fur. 
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Knitting Tricks 


Keep TRACK OF YOUR KNITTING WITH 

STITCH MARKERS 

Some yarn is hard to see on the needles. When 
working with 2 or more strands on the needle it 
may be impossible to keep track of the stitches. 
When casting on, slip a stitch marker on the 
needle between each stitch. As you knit each 
stitch slip the stitch marker onto the right-hand 
needle each time. This will help keep an accurate 
stitch count. In addition, for better visibility, use 
color-contrasting needles. 


Slip a color contrasting stitch marker onto the needle after 
each cast on stitch.

DROPPED STITCHES YOUR KNITTING KEEPS GETTING WIDER 

If you have accidentally dropped a stitch while Did you ever find that your knitting keeps getting 
knitting, don’t worry.

You are splitting the 
horizontal strand above the loop, and pull the horizontal yarn and creating more stitches.

Then, slip the stitch onto the left needle from front to back. This is the CORRECT way to knit. Insert the needle 


from front to back under the entire yarn strand.
